The Post-Dispatch learned today 
that Breckinridge Long has submit- 
ted his resignation as Ambassador 
to Italy to President Roosevelt be- 
cause of illness, and that announce- 


ment of its acceptance is expected 
from the White House within a 
short time. 

Ambassador Long is at Roches- 
ter, Minn, recuperating from a seri- 
ous stomach ulcer operation, but 
will leave there within a few days 
for his summer home in Nantucket. 
He said over the telephone to the 
Post-Dispatch that he could not dis- 
cuss reports of his resignation, but 
that the condition of his health 
would prevent him from engaging 
in any activities for several months. 
He said that he expected to come

WILMINGTON, N. C., June 29.— 
District Attorney John J. Burney 
announced a drive today against 
Columbus’County night riders who 
are alleged to have flogged women. 
In Whiteville a grand gury contin- 


ued an investigation of the band 
directed last week by Judge R. 
Hunt Parker. 

Burney said the band had been 
operating for seven months and 
that its activities came to light 
only Saturday. 

“Every man responsible for this 
outrage is going to be ferreted out 
and brought to trial 
don't care what his business or so- 
cial staring is. I am convinced 
that not half of the depredations 
committed have been brought to 
‘light, and I am morally certain that 
the gangsters have so intimidated 
the countryside, people have been 
afraid to speak.” 


Hackett Applewhite, directing the 
grand jury investigation, said the 
jury was in possession of the names 
of some of the night riders and 
that other names were expected to 
be disclosed in a short time. 

Burney said the names of six vic- 
tims so far had been disclosed, four 


| women and two men. He said the 


women were subjetted to head 
shavings, then beaten with straps 
on their bare flesh. One of the 
male victims was partly paralyzed, 
another had a cross shaved on his 
head, he said. 

The District Attorney said none 
of the victims had disclosed a m@- 
tive for the floggings. They said, 
Burney reported, the assailants told 
them on_each occasion they would 
“find out later” the reason for the 
attacks. 

The situation came to light dur- 
ing the trial of Pink King, who was 
charged with assaulting a 15-year- 
oid girl. Court attaches noted the 
refusal of the girl’s mother to re- 
move her hat and when it was forc- 
ibly taken off, her head was shown 
to have been shaved.

Lawrence P. Daley, “Lawler” Da- 
ley of Jefferson avenue and Olive 
street, ward politician, tavern keep- 
er and former chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee, died 
at 3:10 a. m. today in St. Anthony’s 
Hospital of pneumonia. He became 
ill Wednesday and was taken to 


the hospital] Saturday. He was 74) 


years old. 

“Lawler,” whose home was at 
4467 McPherson avenue, was 40 
constantly about. Jefferson and 
Olive that it was commonly said 
that his office was under a lamp 
post there. His 12 years in the city 
chairmanship began in 1907, under 
Mayor Wells’ second administra- 
tion. A former bookmaker, the 
question of his livelihood was once 
raised by members of the State 
committee who were dissatisfied 
with the St. Louis set-up. 

“T have never made any secret of 
my calling,’ was the reply of the 
pugnacious little chairman. “I am 
a politician, and am proud of the 
fact that I obtain results for my 
party.” 

One of the party services to 

ich*he’ referred was in the may- 
oralty election of 1905, when, ac- 


.cording to the Daley version, “May- 


or Wells was re-elected by only 1200 
plurality, and 1150 of it came from 
my ward.” 


Daley-Mulvihill Fight of 1907. 


He was ward committeeman in 
the 1905 election, and two years 
later he was elected city chaizman, 
after a reorganization in which 
Michael J. Mulvihill was removed 
from the chairmanship. The losing 
faction took the committee fight 
into court, and got a Supreme Court 
decision against Daley, and Harry 
B. Hawes got cantrol of the com- 
mittee. Later Daley again attained 
the chairmanship, and remained in 
that post until 1919 and in the com- 
mittee until 1926. 

At the time Hawes got Daley 
ousted from the chairmanship, he 
was also removed, with several 
other city committeemen, from the 
membership rolls of the Jefferson 
Club, which rivaled the city and 
State committees in dispensing 
Democratic patronage. 

His half-brother, the late Frank 
Hussey, a member of the House of 
Delegates, was even more active 
than Daley himself in the ward 
contests of 20-years ago. In two 
State-wide battles, the Daley-Hus- 
sey forces were on the winning 
side. In 1910, he supported James 
A. Reed for the senatorial nomina- 
tion, while most of the city politi- 
cians were backing David R. Fran- 
cis. Two years later, he backed 
Elliott W. Major fof Governor, and 
after Major’s election, the Daley 
influence was felt in loca' police 
appointments and State jobs. 

Quarrel With William L. Igoe. 

In his long fight with Hawes, 
Daley quarreled also with William 
L. Igoe, and in 1925 he jumped the 
party traces and supported Victor 
J. Miller, Republican, who won the 
mayoralty from Igoe in a close elec- 
tion. 

In 1932, Daley decided to run for 
State Senator Mike Kinney’s seat. 
He made this decision with the un- 
derstanding that Jiminy Miller, 
Fourth Ward boss, would support 
him. After he had filed, Miller 
came out for Kinney, and the pri- 
mary votc in the senatorial district 
showed 4431 for Kinney and 258 for 
Daley. 

This appeared to finish the for- 
mer chairman politically, but he did 
not give up hope of a comeback, 
and he recently filed for election 
to the City Committee, in opposi- 
tion to Dewey Godfrey, the present 
Seventeenth Ward committeeman, 
in the primary Aug. 4 

The senatorial venture was not 
his only unlucky try for elective of- 
fice. Years before, in his political 


heyday, he ran for constable, and 


was beaten by a Negro Republican 
candidate. This gave the Hawes 
supporters a talking point against 
him. 


Attempts to Unseat Him. 

At times during Daley’s service 
as city chairman, prominent local 
Democrats, and party’men bdutside 
the city who were not satisfied 
with the showing made by the St. 
Louis Democracy, tried to super- 
sede him.

Aim to Prevent Closed Shop. 

To prevent the closed shop, the 
statement said, the steel industry 
“will use its resources to the best 
of its ability to protect its em- 
ployes and their families from in- 
timidation, coercion and violence 
and to aid them in maintaining col- 
lective bargaining free from intere 
ference from any source.” 

“No employe in the steel industry 
has to join any organization to get 
or hold a job,” the statement said. 
“Persons and organizations aot 
connected with the industry have 
taken charge of the campaign.” 

The statement asserted the steel

‘Proud’ He Talked Meas- 
ure to Death — ‘Price- 
Fixing Step to Fascism.’

—A spirited debate between Sena- 
tor Rush Holt, West Virginia Dem- 
ocrat, and President Sidney Hillman

Hillman urged his hearers to sup- 
port the Democratic party in the 
fall presidential election, and to be- 
gin laying the foundation now for 
the formation of an independent 
labor party, “in every State” to as- 
sure having labor officials in State 
and National legislative bodies in 
future years. 

Chester M. Wright, editor of In- 
ternational Labor News, urged full 
support of President Roosevelt for 
re-election. Algernon Lee, director 
of the Rand School of Social 
Science, New York, pleaded for a 
strong “public welfare” amendment 
to the Constitution, —_ 

Lewis-Holt Conflict. 

The conflict between Holt and 
John L. Lewis, head of the Jnited 
Mine Workers of America, was 
aired freely, with Hillman siding 
strongly with Lewis, while disclaim- 
ing any desire “to turn this into a 
discussion about West Virginia pol- 
itcis.” 

Lewis supported and Holt op- 
posed the successful campaign of 
Senator Neeley for renomination in 
West Virginia a few weeks ago. 
Holt’s opening speech at the final 
meeting of the four-day conference 
of labor and right-wing Socialist 
groups was a round denunciation 
of Lewis and the latter’s support of 
the new Guffey coal bill, against 
which Holt filibustered just before 
Congress adjqurned. 

“T'm proud that I taiked the Guf- 
fey bill to death,” said Holt. “It 
would start price fixing, and that is 
a step toward Fascism which would 
end only with fixing prices for ev- 
erything that men and women use 
or consume.” 


He asserted he believed Lewis 
was imbued with a desire to “tell 
Congress what to do and make 
‘em like it.” 


“Heelers, Parisites, Termites.” 

Holt, openly at outs with .the 
administration on the WPA, said: 
“Political ward heelers, parasites 
and termites” had been given ad- 
ministrative positions, “taking 
bread out of the mouths of thou- 
sands of families.” 

“I say that we have a right to 
resent your stooping to the filibus- 
ter to defeat this bill, which the 
House passed overwhelmingly and 
for which two out of! three Sen- 
ators were ready to vote,” Hillman 
replied. 

“You boast that you were sup- 
ported by labor in your campaign, 
yet now you deny labor this law, 
which would give protection against 
the coal operators.

Owners Say They Can’t 
Meet Employes’ Demand 
for More Pay and “‘ort- 
er Hours.

PARIS, June 29.—Many residents 
left hotels on the French Riviera 
yesterday after owners proclaimed 
a lockout of 450 hostelries. The ho- 
tels were closed “indefinitely” after 
the employers declaréd they could 
not meet workers’ demands for 
more pay and shorter hours. 

Continued strikes in the provinces 
kept 100,000 workers from their 
jobs despite settlements reported in 
scattered sections. 

Roger Salengro, Minister of the 
Interior, with other: officials, 
worked toward arbitration of the 
three remaining major walkouts, 
those of race track bookmakers in 
Paris, iron and steel] workers in 
Lorraine and shipyard workers at 
St. Nazaire. 

Street Fights Continue.

Neale of Greenfield, took leading 
parts in the effort, finally success- 
ful, to displace Daley. It was 
charged frequently that, as chair- 
man, he showed more interest in 
electing justices of the peace than 
in the effort to elect a Governor or 
a Senator. 

He was born in St. Louis, the 
son of a harness maker who died 
when he was two years old. His 
mother, later Mrs. Hussey, put him 
through St. Francis Xavier's parish 
school, sent him to Cape Girardeau 
Seminary for a time, and put him 
into St. Louis University, but he 
did not go through that institution. 
Ward meetings were more attrac- 
tive to him than the classroom, and 
he gave less heed to the Jesuit 
fathers than to the ward leaders 
of the day, Justice Jimmy Miles, 
Ben and Hugh Brady and Thomas 
E. Kinney. 

The Seventeenth ward, formerly 
the Twenty-second, which he rep- 
resented on the City Committee, 
lay east of Grand boulevard until 
a redistricting extended it to New- 
stead avenue. This impaired his 
hold: on the ward. In 1920, a Po- 
lice Department shakeup -segulted 
from charges that the Seventeenth 
Ward Democratic Club, at 2934A 
Olive street, had run a gambling 
game with police permission. In a 
conference with police officials, 
Daley gave the captain of the dis- 
trict a key to the club, and this was 
used later in making a raid. 

In his later years, he was pro 
prietor of a saloon-restaurant in 
the Jefferson-Olive neighborhood, 
but spent much of his time in the 
doorway of the establishment or on 
the street. He was short, spare, 
wore a large yellow diamond in his 
loosely knotted tie, and displayed 
other diamonds as he waved his 
hands towards the windows of pass- 
ing trolley cars. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Anna Daley; three daughters, Miss 
Katherine Daley, Mrs. Marie Burtt 
and Mrs. Anita Allen, two grand- 
daughters and a grandson. 

A church funeral service is 
planned for Wednesday morning, 
to be followed by burial in Cal- 
vary Cemetery.

THIRD U. $. WORK 
BEGINS JULY 1 


3,000,000 Persons to Be 
Employed During Next 
12 Months—WPA Wage 
to Average $52 Monthly 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 29. — The 
third huge relief and public works 


program will begin this week, 
Plans for separate programs em- 
ploying more than 3,000,000 persons 
during the 12 months beginning 
July 1 were completed with apn- 


nouncement by Administrator Har. 
ry L. Hopkins today that WPA 
wages would average $52 a month. 
This rate was the same as that for 
March and about $2 more than at 
the start of the WPA program last 
fall. 

Some reductions in working hours 
will result from formal institution 
of the prevailing hourly wage—to be 
determined by loca! administrators 
—this intended to prevent a worker 
from earning more than the maxi- 
mum allowed under the “security” 
wage. : 

The President asked Congress 
this year for $1,500,000,000 specifi- 
cally to continue WPA, with noth- 
ing for PWA. Amended to provide 
$1,425,000,000 allotted at the Presi- 
dent’s discretion, the new appro- 
priation still would have left PWA 
out in the cold. Senate friends of 
PWA, however, inserted an amend- 
ment authorizing Secretary Ickes 
to make $300,000,000 in grants to 
communities from proceeds of 
earlier loans. 

Ickes has declined to commit his 
agency to any specific number of 
projects or amount é' expenditure 
for the new PWA program, saying 
only that the previous policy of aid- 
ing “thousands of serviceable pub- 
lic facilities now in use and other 
thousands now under construction 
had been found sound and would 
be continued.”

Two areas were described — the 
metropolitan district, covering 840 

miles within a 20-mile radi- 

« of the central business section, 
and the larger region subject to ur- 
ban influences, comprising about 
$200 square miles in a 35-mile ra- 
dius. 

Co-Operative Planning. 

Discussing the need of planning, 
the National Committee said: 

“The cities of St. Louis and East 
St. Louis presented urgent  prob- 
lems of traffic, housing, recreation 
and similar recognized fields of so- 
Meial planning activity. The adjoin- 
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main line sewers have yet been 
built and other public services have 
not been fully provided. Studies of 
slum areas, on the other hand, dis- 
close that depreciation of values 
and loss of population have result- 
ed in maintenance and service 
costs four or five times greater 
than the taxes levied. A more sat- 
isfactory arrangement of land uses 
is necessary in the future. 


Excessive Subdivision. 

“Of the 97,028 acres of vacant 
land outside the city of St. Louis, 
24,687 acres, or 25.4 per cent, was 
subdivided. This area contained 
101,174 vacant lots, which clearly 
indicates the excessive amount of 
subdivision. The urban portion of 
the area surveyed (96,699 acres), 
which includes the city of St. Louis 
and contains all urban land uses 
which serve a population of more 
than 1,100,000 persons, is only one- 
third of 1 per cent smaller than 


g counties, into which the cen- 

al city was rapidly expanding, 
faced special problems in the pro- 
vision of sanitary facilities and all 
of the difficulties that go with the 
urbanization of country districts. 
The More distant counties were 
feeling the effect of the depression 
in the urban centers at the same 
time that they faced their own prob- 
lems of depleted soil or other agri- 
cultural and rural questions. 

"The two states were interested 
to tie together their public works 
programs and policies concerning 
highways and other transportation 
facilities, recreation areas, _rail- 
roads, etc. TheFederal Govern- 
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ment, with a primary interest in 
the Mississippi River, was  con- 
@erned not only with navigation, 
flood control and other direct at- 
ibutes of the river problem, but 
© with related aspects, such as 
bridges, port development, public 
works and other proposals, like the 
Thomas Jefferson memorial.” 

Some recommendations of the 
report have been published in part 
heretofore. The regional commi3- 
sion agreed with the proposal for 
& regional authority to exercise 
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unified planning control, suggesi- 
ing that the Governors of Missouri 
and Illinois each appoint two mem- 
bers of the authority and the Pres- 
nt a fifth, with terms of at least 
ve years for the members. 


Commission’s Recommendation. 
Other recommendations of the 
commission included: 

The first duty of the authority 
should be preparation and adop- 
tion of an official regional plan. 
Where local communities, like St. 
Louis, had their -own planning 
agencies, those bodies could over- 
rule the regional authority by a 
four-fifths vote. 

Ultimately the regional author- 
ity should be given full or partial 
control over such matters as pub- 
lic health and Sanitation, inter- 
Slate highways, river crossings, 
unification of transportation ter- 

. Minals, large-scale housing and 

Outer parks. 

Until the official] authority may 
be established. the present com- 

; ission should continue with the 
‘Preliminary plan. 

The present program of sewer 
and drainage facilities, including 
treatment and disposal of sewage, 
Should be extended throughout 
much of the metropolitan district.

« Bad Street Car Routing. 

There were many defects in the 
routing of street car lines, which 
the gwners of the transit system 
could not. afford to correct, said 
the report. It urged establishment 
of direct radial trolley routes with 
limited stops and a minimum of. in- 
terference with other types of traf- 
fic, augmented by cross routes in 
populous sections. While some form 
of rapid transit appeared desirable, 
especially in the congested city 
section, the report disclaimed the 
implication that extensive subways 
or elevated lines ever would be es- 
sential. 

It called for establishment of 
rapid local transit on some of the 
railroads, with a terminus east of 
Twelfth street, and suggested ele- 
vated or depressed traffic ways for 
automobiles and busses. 

Relating that St. Louis County 
water courses generally carried 
sewage and that some sewage treat- 
ment plants of outlying communi- 
ties, particularly one at Columbia, 
Ill., were inadequate, the report ad- 
vocated additional facilities. It said 
the piecemeal method of building 
sewers adopted in St. Louis County 
would cost nearly twice as much as 
one general district. The economic 
field for storm-water sewers was 
said to be exhausted. 

The practice of discharging un- 
treated sewage into the river prob- 
ably would become very unsatisfac- 
tory, the report declared, warning 
that studies of how to avoid this 
should be undertaken. 


Housing Program. 

A housing program for the region, 
it was stated, should cover deter- 
mination of the volume and charac- 
ter of new housing needed within 
the next 10 years, rehabilitation of 
blighted districts, slum clearance 
and neighborhood organization for 
protection of environment. “There 
is no longer any question,” the com- 
mission remarked, “as to the justi- 
fication for slum clearance, nor is 
there question of the need for some 
form of subsidy for those citizens 
unable to pay an economic rent.’ 

The most important public health 
and welfare problem common to the 
whole region, the report declared, 
'was that of smoke, adding: “It is 
‘an interstate as well as a local prob- 
lem. The health, as well as the 
economic welfare, of large numbers 
of people is involved. Only by con- 
trol of some central agency of gov- 
ernment can this matter be dealt 
with successfully.” 

Unified Terminals. 

Unification of railroad terminals, 
including river crossing facilities, 
the commission held, was an im- 
portant Federal problem, no other 
governmental agency being capable 
of dealing with it. Two new bridges 
over the river, north and south of 
the city, might become necessary,

COUR SIGNS DECREE 
N BUSH STOCK SUN 


Mrs. Lily Anheuser Suhre May 
Buy Back Shares for $56,- 
187: Worth $90,000. 


Mrs. Lily Anheuser Suhre, 2915 
Geyer avenue, may buy back from 
the estate of her cousin, August A. 
Busch, for $56,187 the Anheuser- 
Busch stock which she sold to him 
in prohibition days for $46,500, -ac- 
cording to a decree signed today by 
Circuit Judge O’Neill Ryan. The 
present value of the stock ig about 
$90,000. ' 

Judge Ryan, Feb. 3 last, decided 
in Mrs. Suhre’s favor in her suit for 
right to repurchase the stock, under 
an agreement made with the brew- 
er at the time of the sale in 1925- 
26. Her lawyer, G. A. Buder Jr., 
was directed to prepare a decree in 
accordance with the court’s de- 
cision. 

How Price Was Fixed. 

The price fixed in the decree, 
as drafted by Mrs. Suhre’s law- 
yer, was determined by adding 
6 per cent interest to the purchase 
price paid her by Busch, for the 
period since the two transactions, 
one in 1925, and one in the follow- 
ing year, which made up their deal; 
and by subtracting the dividends 
paid to him, and to his estate, on 
the stock. This was done on the 
theory that the purchase was _ in 
fact a loan, on which she _ should 
pay interest, and that the stock was 
security for the loan, hence the 
dividends should be credited to her. 

The decree has been approved by 
counsel for the Busth estate. As in 
conformity with the court’s deci- 
sion. In calculating the price to 
be paid by Mrs. Suhre for the stock 
dividend and interest computations 
were made as of June 20, with pro- 
vision for subsequent adjustment to 
the date when the purchase may 
be actually effected, 

Mrs. Suhre’s deal with Busch in- 
volved 812% shares of stock of An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc., of which she 
sold him 437% shares in 1925 and 
375 shares in 1926. The dividends 
later paid on this stock included a 
stock dividend of the Borden Co., 
in which Anheuser-Busch was 4 
stockholder. They included also 
later dividends of about $1000 on 
the Borden Co. stock. In recover- 
ing the stock, under the proposed 
decree, Mrs. Suhre would receive 
with it 163 shares of Borden stock, 
worth about $4800. 

Would Pay $56,187. 

The excess of interest due from 
Mrs. Suhre to the Busch estate 
over dividends due from the estate 
to her was figured by her lawyer 
at $9687. Added to the $46,500 
received by her from Busch, this 
madd the price of $56,187, pro- 
posed to be paid to the estate by 
Mrs. Suhre for recovery of her 
stock. The estimate of $90,000 
value of the stock, previously given, 
includes the 163 shares of Borden 
stock. 

Mrs. Suhre, wife of William O. 
Suhre, testified in her suit that she 
sold the stock to Busch under con- 
tracts which permitted her to buy 
it back up to April 16, 1931. She 
represented that in April, 1931, she 
notified Busch’s’ representatives 
that she was prepared to make the 
repurchase, but that the matter was 
delayed, and when she was notified 
later to claim the stock, she did 
not have the money. In April, 1933, 
she made a tender of money, which 
was refused, this being shortly after 
the legalizing of 3.2 per cent beer, 
and when repeal of the prohibition 
amendment was imminent. The late 
R. A. Huber, vice-president of the 
brewing company, acted for Busch 
in some of the negotiations.

DENES.INUNCTION 
AGAINST LABOR BOARD 


Court Refuses to Restrain Ac- 
tion Against Chevrolet and 
Fisher Body Company. 


United States District Judge 
George H. Moore today denied an 


application by the Chevrolet Motor 
Co. and the Fisher Body Corpora- 
tion for an injunction restraining 
the National Labor Relations 
Board from prosecuting a complaint 
of unfair labor practices in the St. 
Louis factories of the firms. 

In a brief. opinion on evidence 
presented at a hearing last Satur- 
day, Judge Moore held that’ the 
companies failed to show that che 
labor inquiry would damage their 
interests to the extent of justify- 
ing an injunction.

Stating that since March 4, 1933, 
there had been spent by the Roose- 
velt administration approximately 
$25,000,000,000, Taber said “it is 
manifest that the only safety for 
the people is the retirement of the 
Roosevelt administration.” Re- 
capitulating the recent Congress’ al- 
lowances out of the Treasury, the 
New Yorker said they totaled up- 
wards of $20,000,000,000—"the largest 
of any peace-time Congress.” 

Discusses Appropriations. 

The last session just ended, he 
estimated, appropriated $10,129,710,- 
821, all of which he said comprised 
direct new appropriations except 
$1,505,957,521 in so-called permanent 
annually recurring appropriations 
allowed without hearings, and ap- 
proximately $375,000,000 of previous- 
ly allowed but unexpended funds. 

In the first session of the Sev- 
enty-fourth Congress, Taber said, 
the over-all total was $10,459,756 ,227, 
of which $2,200,101,127 was in the 
automatically recurring permanent 
appropriations and nearly $1,000,- 
000,000 in reappropriations.

“Character is caught and not 
taught,” he said. “Unless one has 
the correct scale of values, an edu- 
cation might prove to be very dan- 
gerous. An educated weakling is 
a disappointment; an educated ras- 
cal is a menace.” 

A general assembly of delegates 
was a preliminary to 111 meetings 
scheduled today for the association 
and other organizations meeting in 
conjunction with the association.

AAA REPORT CIES 
RISE IN FARM PRICES 


Says Greatest Gains Were by 
Products Under Production 
Control. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 29.—The 
Agricultural Adjustment Admin- 


istration said today in its annual 


report that the combined cash in- 
come from cotton, corn, wheat, to- 
bacco and hogs had increased 90 
per cent from 1922 to 1935. 

The report, prepared by Chester 
C. Davis who recently retired as 
AAA Administrator to become a 
member of the board of governors 
of the Federal Reserve Board, said 
these five commodities were the 
first ones for which crop adjust- 
ment programs were put into ef- 
fect in 1933. 

The programs were outlawed by 
the Supreme Court last January. 
Later Congress substituted a sail 
conservation-subsidy payment sys- 
tem. 

Cash income from the five com- 
modities was reported to have in- 
creased from $1,365,000,000 in 1932 
to $2,593,000,000 in 1935, while the 
cash income from all other farm 
products increased from $3,012,000,- 
000 to $4,307,000,000. 

The report said that the annual 


cash income from all farm produc- | 


tion increased from. $4,377,000,000 in 


and benefit payments accounted for | 
nearly 25 per cent of the increases. 
The rest was attributed to increase 
in market prices. 

Comparison With Pre-War Level. 

“In general,” the report. said, 
"the greatest gains in price were 
made by products for which pro-— 
ductions control measures had heen 
in effect. Prices of cotton, wheat, 
tobacco, corn, hogs, rice and pea- 
nuts averaged 49 per cent of the 
pre-war level in 1932, as compared 
with an average for all other farm 
products in thé same year of 74 
per cent of the pre-war level. 

“Thus the price recovery of farm 
products for which production con- 
trol programs were in effect 
amounted to 120 per-cent as against 
46 per cent for prices of those com- 
modities on which there were no 
production control programs.” 

Davis said the yearly average 
price of all groups of farm products 
increased 66 per cent during the 
three-year period, moving from 65 
to 108 per cent of the prewar level. 
The low point occurred in March, 
1933, when farm prices were only 
55 per cent of the pre-war level, 
while in December, 1935, they av- 
eraged 110 per cent of the pre-war 
level. The figures did not include 
rental and benefit payments. 

The exchange value per unit of 
farm products was reported to have 
increased from 61 per cent of the 
pre-war level in 1932 to 86 per cent 
in 1935, a gain of about 41 per cent. 

Benefit Payments. 

Benefit payments derived from 
processing taxes and made to pro- 
ducers in consideration of crop ad-

AMERICAN ROCKET SOCIETY 
AND ENGINEER AWARDED PRIZE 


Honored by French Astronomical 
Organization for Flight Ex- 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 29.—Award of 
the 5000-franc international Rep- 
Hirsch prize by the Astronomical 
Society of France to the American 
Rocket Society and Alfred Africano, 
one of its engineers, is announced 
by the American society. 

The prize is for the most out- 


standing contributions to practical 


development of rockets for flight. 
This is the first time the prize has 
been awarded to an American or- 
ganization. 

The award credits the American 
society as the first to develop rock- 
ets reaching the speed of sound, or 
about 12 miles a minute. This the 
Americans did at Staten Island in 
1934 with a rocket designed by 
John Shesta, now president of the 
American society. The award also 
recognizes the Americans’ achieve- 
ments in practical methods of han- 
dling liquid fuels, made usually by 
combinations of liquid oxygen and 
gasoline. 

The award to Africano, vice- 
president of the society, is for 
mathematical designs of rockets 
calculated to reach an altitude of 
seven and one-half miles. The high- 
est rocket flight reported to date 
is about a mile and a half.

While 
prices farmers paid for services and 
commodities they used in produc- 
tion and living increased somewhat, 
the purchasing power of farm cash 
income in 1935 still was 35 per cent 
larger than that of 1932, he added.

APPEAL TO KING PREPARED 
AS TITHE BILL IS PASSED 


Fequest to Be Made to English 
Ruler to Withhold Signature 
From Measure. , 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 29. — The House 
of Commons passed the tithe bill 
on third reading, 251 to 128, today. 
Tithe-payers, angered by what 
they called the “iniquitous meas- 
ure,” prepared to petition King Ed- 
ward to withhold his signature. It 
was understood the petition would 
be based on the contention’ the 
measure is “constitutionally  cor- 
rupt,” since it was claimed public 
officials would benefit by its pro- 
visions to the extent of £70,000,000 
($350,000,000) in public money. 
(The bill provides for the gradual 
abolition of the tithes—which are 
paid chiefly to the Church of En- 
gland under “Queen Anne’s boun- 
ty” of 1704—by means of a £70,000,- 
000-issue of Government-guaran- 
teed stock to compensate the tithe 
owners. The Government would 
take over the collection of tithes, 
which amount to one-tenth yearly 
revenue from agriculture, and would 
reduce the charges.)

HALE SELASSIE 
TO MAKE SUSTICE 
PLEA TO LEAGUE 


Will Address Tomorrow’s 
Session of Assembly, 
Which Is Expected to 
Lift Sanctions. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, June 29. — A speedy 


post-mortem—with a minimum of 
oratory—was planned in League of 
Nations circles today on sanctions 
against Italy for its war on Ethio- 
pia. The League assembly will 
take up the question tomorrow. 

| British and French diplomats, 
‘leading the campaign, to end the 
penalties, conferred on the general 
situation and reached conclusions 
termed as “extremely satisfactory.” 


Emperor Haile Selassie’s spokes- 
men announced the conquered 
Ethiopian ruler would address the 
League assembly in an eleventh- 
hour appeal for “justice.” The 1s, 
sembly will meet at 5 p. m. tomor- 
row in Geneva’s municipal audi- 
torium, 

Italy, in a note presented to the 
president of the League of Nations 
assembly, today promised it would 
not mobilize an Ethiopian native 
army. Both Great Britain and 
France, it was understood, had ex- 
pressed apprehension on this score. 

The Italian note also blamed 
Ethiopians for the war which led 
to Italian annexation of the Afri- 
can kingdom. 


Locarno Question Delayed. 


Proposals to debate the Locarno 
question, thrust into the tangled 
'European problem when German 
troops marched into the Rhineland 
last March, were definitely shelved 
for the present. Although the Nazi 
denunciation of the mutual security 
‘pact was listed on the League's 
| agenda, diplomats agreed debate 
was, impossible until Reichsfuehr- 
\er Adolf Hitler of Germany replies 
'to the British questionnaire asking 
‘for details of his suggestions for a 
new peace framework. 

Premier Leon Blum of France, ac- 
companied by his Foreign Minister, 
Yvon Delbos, entered the League 
arena for the first time since the 
People’s Front Government came 
into office at Paris. Blum and Del- 
bos talked over the general situa- 
tion at dinner last night with Arm 
thony Eden, British Foreign Secre- 
tary, and lingered in _ discussion 
until nearly midnight. League cir- 
cles looked for close co-operation 
between representatives of the two 
nations at Tuesday’s Assembly ses- 
sion. 

That body—officially convoked to 
decide its opinion on the Italian- 
Ethiopian war—already faced an- 
other task handed to it by the 
League Council, the problem of ini- 
tiating possible revision of the Cov- 
enant. 


Ending of Sanctions Certain. 


One conclusion appeared certain: 
cancelation of the economic and 
financial penalties voted eight 
months ago against Italy for ag- 
gression in Ethiopia, 

Another conclusion gained new 
adherents: refusal to recognize Ital- 
ian annexation of Emperor Haile 
Selassie’s kingdom. 

Delegates heard the slogan “Save 
the League” as the guilding theme 
for the Assembly’s deliberations.

RAINDROP CONTROL. 

Viewing the damage done by high water in river 
valleys, engineering science for years has bent its 
energies to construction of elaborate ffood control 
projects: levees, revetments, huge reservoirs and 
floodways, These works were reassuring to the dwell- 
ers in the flood regions, and they were effective— 
until a bigger flood came. Then they had to be re- 
inforced, until today there are levee-protected towns 
along the Mississippi where the surface of the water 
actually is above the level of the streets. 

Furthermore, as was pointed out recently in an ad- 
dress by Morris L. Cooke, Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministrator, “such steps will not either check soil ero- 
sion or solve the country-wide flood problem.” The at- 
tention of engineers therefore is turning away from 
flood control as the primary problem,.to accept “rain- 
drop control” as the goal to be attained. This is 
because floods do not originate in the major streams 
whose rampages make the headlines. They originate 
in the tributaries, and these in turn are overburdened 
at times of heavy rain because the water runs off 
too rapidly from the land in their drainage basins. 

To consider this problem, President Roosevelt has 
called a conference of American and foreign engi- 
neering experts for next September, with the an- 
nounced objective of exploring ways “to retard the 
journey of the raindrop to the sea.” The conference 
will deal with conservation practices of a far wider 
scope than are considered in following the custom 
of building high walls to keep out floods. Mr. Cooke, 
in his address, catalogued them as follows: 

Selective use of lands; erosion control through 
forestation, reforestation, restoration of grasses 
and improved agricultural practices; creation 
of numerous smal] reservoirs for small power 
sources, local irrigation and provision for recre- 
ation and wild life; restoration of the ground- 

water supply, whereby “every field is made a 

reservoir”; restoration of seepage and the dry- 

season flow of streams: elimination of pollution 

and provision for adequate clean water; im- 

provement of navigation on major and minor 

waterways. 

It is thus plain that the matter of flood preven- 
tion, as opposed to flood control, deals with almost 
the entire field of conservation. It is concerned 
with elimination of the practices which are threat- 
ening to rob the people of their natural heritage, 
through exploitation of the land and its vegetation, 
and the failure to check destructive erosion, both by 
wind and water.

HAVE been for 25 years a pacifist and 
| = internationalist. My pacifism stood 

the test of the “Twenty-one Demands” in 
1915. Ten years later, it stood the test of 
the anti-British movement. It also stood the 
test of the first three or four years of. the 
Japanese invasion of Manchuria and North 
China, But I must confess that during the 
past six or eight months, I have found my 
pacifism fading away. Japan is forcing 
China to fight—I can see no other way. 

That does not mean I advocate war with 
Japan. Nor am I convinced that ultimately 
we should emerge victorious. The question, 
“Must China fight Japan?” depends upon 
another question, “Can China find a peace- 
ful settlement with Japan?” If we cannot 
get an affirmative answer to this other 
question, we shall be driven to the alterna- 
tive of war. The policy of working for 
time, of waiting and of makeshift, is a very 
difficult one to pursue. 

In the first place, there is no statesman in 
China great enough to take the responsibil- 
ity of negotiating a peace with Japan—a 
peace that will be called fairly honorable. 
That is the first difficulty. I know most of 
the people who are at the head of affairs in 
China, and I do not see that type, that cali- 
ber and character among them. 

Secondly, I do not think that there is 
statesmanship enough in Japan to negotiate 
a peace with China that will be acceptable 
to the Chinese people and will give us a 
breathing space for 10 or 15 years. And, 
after all, what is the object of peace? The 
object at least should be to give China, to 
give the Pacific and the Far Eastern re- 
gion, a period of time in which to work out 
interna] reconstruction. 

. - = 

It seems to me that the Japhnese have 
gone too far in the prosecution of their so- 
called “continental policy,” and I cannot see 
that anything is likely to divert them from 
their chosen course. The Emperor has the 
constitutional prerogative of changing that 
policy, but I do not believe that the present 
situation will warrant the use of that pre- 
rogative, since it is possible that resistance 
and opposition might cause a revolt. Nothing 
short of a miracle will lead Japanese states- 
men to negotiate with China a peace that 
will be even fairly satisfactory to the Chi- 
nese. 

The futility of the concessions made by 
the Chinese side last summer may be quot- 
ed as a concrete example to show the impos- 
sibility of further progress in that direction. 
It seems that the only other alternative is 
war, To those who have eyes to see, it is 
plain that the Chinese Government is bend- 
ing its efforts in the direction of war prepa- 
ration. We feel in a much better position to 
fight today than four years ago, when no- 
body was prepared. 

The international situation which some 
seem to find so discouraging gives many 
Chinese, on the contrary, @ rising hope. 
There was, for instance, the peace ballot 
in England, where 11,000,000 people voted to 
support the League of Nations and a vast 


majority voted in favor of armed sanctions. 
There are signs that the League is lifting 
up its head again. I sincerely believe this, 
and I believe that many people in China are 
beginning to cherish a new hope that the 
attitude of the world is changing from what 
it was four years ago, and that the world 
is realizing the danger of letting the burglar 
go scot-free. 

I take off my hat to Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek for his ability to keep China out 
of war during these past four years and 
more. It was a very difficult thing to do, 
and I am sure it must have been very hard 
to remain patient. It would have been far 
easier to fight. Even if regions are devas- 
tated, even if millions are massacred, even 
if territories are lost, people forgive all these 
things if they are done for the country. No- 
body blamed the Nineteenth Route Army for 
the devastation of Chapei, and they are still 
lauded as national heroes. 

« x © 

But those few statesmen in Chinese his- 
tory who negotiated a humiliating peace 
with an enemy nation are remembered as 
traitors. If you go to Hangchow and visit 
the famous tomb of the warrior Yu Fei, you 
will see in front of the tomb four iron fig- 
ures kneeling, one of whom was Ch‘in Kweli, 
who succeeded in negotiating peace with 
the Nu-Chen Tartars and thereby gave his 
country peace for a century. He has not 
been forgiven in 750 years. Only last year, 
a textbook on Chinese history was sup- 
pressed by the central Government because 
the: author tried to reverse the traditional 
verdict; the book has now been revised and 
the arguments in favor of Ch'in Kwei have 
been withdrawn. 

These things show that it is easier to fight 
than to accept a humiliating peace. And, 
after all, a peace with Japan would have to 
be humiliating. Some people may say, “But 
a humiliating peace is better than a devas- 
tating war.” That is true, perhaps, but un- 
fortunately we are not rational animals. 
Even I, who have been 25 years a pacifist, 
now think that if China is forced to a war 
with Japan, I will support it.

H EALTH authorities announce a slight 

increase in the prevalence of rabies. 
The onset of summer with greater use of 
the streets and parks naturally makes the 
situation more dangerous. Its menace can 
be overcome by stringent enforcement of 
the ordinances regulating dogs in public 
places. 

Every dog owner knows these regulations 
and should obey them. Anyone who does 
not should be arrested, prosecuted and pun- 
ished. The affection an owner has for a 
pet and the devotion of that pet to its own- 
er are very appealing, but they do not out- 
weigh the safety of men and women and 
children. 

The procedure to be followed when a per- 
son is bitten by a dog should be understood 
by all. A physician should be called\at once. 
The dog should be put in confinement. The 
physician knows the part he is to play. The 
health authorities will attend to the other 
details. Neglect of a dog bite—any dog bite 
-~-is an invitation to rabies.

Under our Constitution, powers not dele 
gated to the Federal Government by the 
Constitution are “reserved” to the stat 
Canada’s Confederation Act, the Dominion'’s 
“Constitution,” is just the opposite. All pow 
er not specifically delegated to the provinces 
belongs to the Dominion. The Canadian sy 
tem has been described as the English Com 
stitution federalized, 

The Canadian Supreme Court likewise fol 
lowed the English rather than the American 
concept of judicial function. By an act 
passed as recently as 1891, the Government 
has power to refer to the Supreme Court 
important questions of law affecting the 
public interest. This was the procedure fok 
lowed in the cases decided recently. The 
court’s decisions have generally been fob 
lowed out, but they do not wipe “unconstitwe 
tional” laws off the books. These essentially 
advisory rulings are not final, for an appeal 
lies to Privy Council in England. 

It is reported in Ottawa that parliamet 
tary action to amend the acts declared it 
valid will not be taken pending the Privy 
Council appeal. But even these decisions 
will not be mandatory. However, the re 
cent pronouncements at Ottawa will have 
important effect upon future governmental 
policy in the Dominion. This is the more 
certain because there has been a change i" 
administration in Canada.

Tropical Lily Pools. 

Immediately inside the entrance 
are the tropical lily pools, which 
from July to frost, hold “the finest 
display of these handsome flowers 
which has ever been brought to-| 
gether,” the article said. 2 

To the right of the lily pools a) 
ghrub-bordered pathway leads to 
the rose garden, “at its loveliest in 
May and June, but attractive at all 
times of the year by reason of its 
excellent design.” The center of the 
garden is a converging point for 
all the main pathways in this part 
of the garden, and “in whichever 
way one looks the pathway frames 
a view.” One walk leads to the 
Palm House, another to the Floral 
Display House, a third presents a 
view of Henry Shaw's home, built 
in 1849. In the opposite direction 
is the Linnean House, the only re- 
maining greenhouse erected during 
Shaw’s lifetime. 

The Linnean House is filled with 
a collection of camellias, genistas 
and other winter flowering shrubs, 
and from January to March is a 
continuous “bower of blossom.” 
The Linnean Garden, which extends 
around the house, is planted mostly 
with perennials. 

The visitor may walk from the | 
Linnean Garden to the Floral Dis- 
play House and into the Bromeliad 
House. Here will be seen large 
specimens of the pandanus, the stilt 
plant and other curious Bromeliads, 
with queer, brightly colored flowers.

Out- 
side the house, in Economic Gar- 
den, are rice, peanuts, cotton, flax 
and many other useful plants. 


There also is a collection of cacti 
and succulents, called “mimic 
plants,” because they look like 
other things, one of them “so much 
like dumplings that one could al- 
most eat them,” the article states. 

Returning north toward the main 
gate, one may pass through the 
Knolls, an informal arrangement of 
shrubs and perennials. On the way 
is a fine collection of the ginkgo or 
maidenhair tree, introduced from 
the Orient, where it long has been 
an object of veneration.

On the eve of the feast of St. | h 


Peter, Pius XI, now in his eightieth | 
year, knelt at the tomb of Peter 
and prayed, thereby following a cus- | 
tom of more than 60 years. | 

Only a small group of ecclesiastics | 
and Swiss and noble guards at- 
tended him as he descendede from 
his apartments into St. Peter’s by 
an elevator reserved for himself. 
All other persons were ‘escorted 
from the Great Basilica, the doors 
were closed, and the edifice was 
completetly illuminated. 

Pope Pius walked directly to the 
altar of the confession, which is 
directly over the tomb of St. Peter. 
There he knelt on the damask-cov- 
ered steps. He recited the rosary 
and concluded with a silent prayer. 


Goes to Small Chapel. 


Rising, he went to the small 
chapel before St. Peter’s tomb. This 
chapel is in a sunken portion of 
the cathedral, where the pavement 
gives way to a flight of stairs lead- 
ing to the tombs. There he blessed 


worn by Archbishops and Bishops 
as the insignia of their rank. They 
were in a silver box in front of 
the tomb. 

The Pope then entered the grot- 
tos of the Basilica, where scores of 
Popes lie buried in the chapel of 
the Popes. He saw the tombs of 
his immediate predecessor, Benedict 
XV, who made him a cardinal, and 
of Pius X. 

The chapel is a small chamber, 
with a low, arching, white-washed 
ceiling almost touching the heads 
of the taller papal courtiers. Grat- 
ings open in the ceiling, on a level 
with the pavement in St. Peter’s. 

Tall.candles flickered before the 
tombs of the late Popes. In one 
corner of the room other candles 
burned before the tomb of Queen 
Christina, seventeenth century ruler 
of Protestant Sweden, who gave up 
her throne to become a Catholic. 

Pope’s Joke on Longevity. 

The Pope jovially visualized to- 
day the possibility he may live to 
be more than 100 years old. He 
was congratulating Count Giuseppe |

ARGUMENT TOMORROW

New Jersey Judge Rejects Govern- 
ment’s Plea to Defer Case in- 
volving Validity of Law.

NEWARK, N. J., June 29.—The 
Government lost the first skirmish 
in a challenge of the constitution- 
ality of the Federal Social Security 
Act today when Judge Guy L. Fake 
ordered arguments to begin tomor- 
row.

Lane, in opposing the motion for 
a delay, said “business in general” 
was anxious to have a decision in 
the case before October. 

The attack on the act is aimed 
specifically at its taxing provision. 
The complaint states the legislation 
is unconstitutional because the pur- 
pose to be accomplished is beyond 
the power of Congress, and the “so- 
called” tax is not a tax within the 
meaning of the Constitution.

COL, CHAMBERLIN, AVIATOR, 
AND BRIDE, IN ST. LOUIS 


Flyer on Tour in Preparation for 
Trans-Atiantic Trip at High 
Altitude. 

Col. Clarence D. Chamberlin, 


noted flyer, landed at Curtiss Air- 
port yesterday to spend several 
days here on his barnstorming tour 
of the country in preparation for a 


trans-Atlantic flight at high alti- 
tudes. With him was his bride of 
two days, the former Miss Louise 
Ashby of Fort Fairfield, Me., a stu- 
dent pilot, who will accompany him 
on the flight to Europe. 

Discussing plans for the filght, 
Col. Chamberlin said he expected 
to travel at altitudes higher than 
35,000 feet, taking oxygen tanks to 
aid breathing above 18,000 feet. He 
said he would take a northern 
route, from Newfoundland to the 
British Isles and then to Paris, a 
total distance of more than 3600 
miles. : 

The trip as planned, he said, was 
to be a test flight, which might re- 
sult in establishment of a_ trans- 
Atlantic air line with the finan- 
cial backing a group of New York 
bankers. He said he had spent 
about $42,000 for nis new plane, 
“Miss Stratosphere,” and hoped to 
raise $28,000 more within the next 
month for a new motor. which 
would enable him to reach a speed 
of 400 miles per hour. 


CORPORATIONS’ GROSS INCOME 
GAINS 19.7 PER CENT IN YEAR 


Figure of 100 Billion for 1934 Re- 
ported by Morgenthau; Net In- 
come Up 42 Per Cent. 
WASHINGTON, June 29.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 


reported tonight that corporations 
had an aggregate gross income of 
$100,134,350,000 in 1934, a gain of 
19.2 per cent over the $83,642,421,000 
figure the year before. Data was 
from 528,882 returns filed by corpo- 
rations, comprising 145,089 showing 
a net income, 324,671 with no net 
income and 59,122 for inactive cor- 
porations. 

Corporations showing a net in- 
come for the year grossed $62,839,- 
394,000 in 1934, the highest reported 
since 19380. Those firms reporting 
no net income for the year, how- 


ever, had a gross income of $37,294,- 
| 956,000. 

| The statutory net income of cor- 
-porations reporting net income 
amounted to $4,264,917,000 in 1934, 
as compared with $2,985,972,000 the 
‘the previous year, a gain of 42.83 
per cent. The statutory net deficit 
of corporations reporting no net in- 
come for the year -amounted to 
$4,150,694,000, a decrease of $1,382,- 
645,000, or 24.99 per cent, under he 
previous year.

The crucial and difficult decision 
on this hand had to be made by 
West after his partner's one spade 
response and South’s pass. Without 
North’s redouble he well might have 
decided that game depended on 
finding the diamond king and club 
ace (assuming they were not held 
by East) in the South band, In 
that event East would aeed vir- 
tually nothing but the K J of spades 
to give him a play for a four spade 
contract. The diamond suit prob- 
ably would take care of club losers 
in East's hand. 

Thus, had North passed instead 
of redoubling, West probably would 
have bid three spades instead of 
two. And, with such a strong raise, 
East certainly would have gone to 
four, holding, as he did, better than 
a forced response.

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CHAPTER ONE. 


OREIGNERS in Riga were just 
F recovering from their New 
Year's holiday when they were 
startled by the news that Latvia, 
wearying of the fruitless attempt 
to obtain from the Soviet the Prov- 
ince of Lettgalen by negotiation, 
had decided to seize it by force. 
On the morning of Jan. 3, 1920, a 
surprise attack was launched in an 
easterly. direction on a front of 
about a hundred miles, from Lake 
Luban in the north to the Landes- 
wehr position facing Dvinsk in the 
south. The attack was supported 
by the Poles, who moved small 
forces on a narrow front northeast- 
wards against Dvinsk. (When I 
speak of “front” the word must 
not be understood in the sense of 
a continuous line, as it was used 
in France, but a series of parallel 
attacks at various points more or 
less in touch with each other, each 
group being fairly well supported 
by artillery, cavalry and tanks.) 
The- secret had been well Kept, 
and a curious feature of the ac- 
tion was that between the Lettish 
right and the Polish left there was 
a small section of line, 10 miles or 
so in length, held by the Lithuan- 
ians. who were not even informed 
that an attack was contemplated. 
The Letts and Poles, or their for- 
eign military advisers, suspected 
Lithuanian sympathy for the Bol- 
sheviks. and wished to run no risk 
of leakage. So the attack was 
made in converging directions, with 
the result that the Poles and Letts 
joined hands at a point a few miles 
in front of the Lithuanian section. 
The Bolsheviks were completely 


surprised and the Letts advanced 
15 or 20 miles the first day with- 
out great resistance, capturing a 
large number of prisoners. The 
Lettish troops may have totaled as 
many as 30,000 or 40,000 men, in- 
cluding the Landeswehr, but it was 
difficult to estimate because, as I 
have said of the Landeswehr, there 
were “divisions” with no greater 
strength than 3000 or 4000, so that 
there may not have been more 
than 25,000 men in all. The Poles, 
whose strength was not more than 
a full brigade, drove straight at 
Dvinsk, took it with little difficul- 
ty, and promptly announced they 
would keep it. They thought that 
Dvinsk and Vilna, which were both 
important railroad junctions, might 
be useful to Poland in the future. 
The Letts did not see that at all, 
and the Lettish High Command 
gave the Poles two hours to evacu- 
ate Dvinsk or take the conse- 
quences. The Letts were undoubt- 
edly prepared to halt their attack 
on the Bolsheviks and swing back 
against the Poles at, Dvinsk. The 
Poles retired, sullen and grumbling, 
and took no further part in that 
campaign. This untoward incident, 
which, however, had no serious 
consequences, illustrates and ex- 
plains the whole failure of Allied 
intervention against the Bolsheviks, 
which cost so heavily in Russian 
lives, both Red and White, and 
involved no small expenditure of 
foreign blood and treasure. There 
was never any genuine co-opera- 
tion or practical co-ordination of 
time and place between the various 
“intervening” forces.

dence about the state of the 

White armies was provided by the 
documents seized by the Letts from 
a Comintern courier. It consisted 
of three letters from an officer 
on Denikin’s staff to a friend in the 
entourage of Kolchak. These let- 
ters, written in the summer of 1919, 
when Denikin’s army was still ad- 
vancing; but Kolchak’s vanguard 
had already been beaten near Sa- 
mara (‘although the writer did 
not know that), had been 
intercepted by the Bolshe- 
viks, probably as.a result of that 
White defeat, and were being sent 
to New York, for use, no doubt, as 
anti-intervention propaganda. I 
gave them better and bigger public- 
ity in The New York Times than 
any Communist group in America 
could have secured. The writer said 
frankly that Denikin was surround- 
ed by a gang of crooks and grafters 
who cared nothing for the White 
cause, if only they might fill their 
own pockets and have a good time. 
He said that clothing and supplies 
intended for the troops were being 
sold openly in the rear areas and 
never reached the Front at all. 
Carloads of munitions, guns and 
machine-guns stood idle in the rear 
depots, to permit the transport of 
champagne and other luxuries for 
officers and their women. Weapons, 
even including cannon and tanks, 
were being sold to middle men who 
were acting for the Reds. In some 
cases war material had been sold 
to the Reds direct. Meanwhile there 
Was no attempt to conciliate the 
civil population. The property of 
Peasants and others was looted 
ecandaiousiy by the White troops. 
and if they protested, they were 
ghot as Reds. There were cases. 
the writer declared, of inhuman 


e this connection unexpected evi- 


cruelty towards alleged Bolsheviks 
or their sympathizers. All this, he 
concluded, was alienating the civil 
population and undoubtedly prepar- 
ing for catastrophe. 

He appealed to his friends on 
the staff of Kolchak, “who,” he 
said, “has the reputation of being a 
firm and honorable leader,” to beg 
Kolchak as supreme White Com- 
mander to send immediately a 
trusted group of officers to investi- 
gate conditions in Denikin’s Staff 
and make the necessary changes. 
“R— in particular is our evil gen- 
jus.” he said. “The General @Den- 
ikin) is well-meaning and, I believe, 
honest, but he trusts R— implicitly 
and is completely under his in- 
fluence. There is no time to be 
lost: unless R— be _ speedily re 
moved, our cause is ruined.” 

Needless to say the letters were 
never delivered and Kolchak took 
no action. Indeed, the news of his 
own execution at Irkutsk reached 
Riga a few weeks after the letters 
came to my notice. Some months 
later the chief of Denikin’s staff, 
named Colonel R--, was shot on the 
steps of a hotel in Nice by one of 
his former subordinates. The as- 
sassin justified his act by the as- 
sertion that Colonel R— had be- 
trayed the White cause in order to 
enrich himself, and therefore de- 
served death. He was tried by a 
French court a few months later 
and, I believe, acquitted. 

Left to their own devices after 
“liquidating” the Dvinsk incident, 
the Letts advanced steadily with 
trifling losses. Their ncrthern forces 
met little opposition until it reached 
the railroad junction of Marienhau- 
sen and began to threaten Pskov, 
which was an old Russian town 
outside the limits Lettgalen

and decided to halt. In the center, 
along the railroad leading’ to 
Regitsa, the capital of Lettgalen, 
there was sharper fighting, but the 
Soviet left flank was turned by a 
northeasterly advance of the 
Landeswehr, which Alexander haa 
trained in the Western tactics of 
indirect fire by machine-guns, with 
which he was fairly well supplied 
although he had little artillery. This 
gave him an enormous advantage, 
as the following figures show. In 
less than three weeks the Landes- 
wehr inflicted casualties of at least 
3000 killed and wounded, took over 
2000 prisoners and 80 villages or 
towns. Its own total losses were 
less than 100 killed and wounded. 
Outflanked by the Landeswehr, tbe 
Reds abandoned Regitsa in such a 
hurry that they left behind four 
huge American locomotives built 
for and captured from Kolchak. It 
was a great disappointment to the 
Letts that when their General and 
@ picked body of troops returned 
victorious to Riga after the armis- 
tice early in February, those pon- 
derous steel elephants could not 
grace their triumph. There was 
hardly a bridge or culvert in Latvia 
that could bear their weight with- 
out months of work. 

By the end of January all Lett- 
galen had been occupied, although 
there was no real fighting aft- 
er the 20th. True to. their 
original intention, the Letts ad- 
vanced no further and thus was 
ended the only succegsful campaign 
against the Bolsheviks in the whole 
history of Intervention and the 
Civil War. The Letts kept their 
heads, too, during the peace nego- 
tiations which followed and did not 
ask too much. A treaty was signed 
at Riga on August 11, 1920, which 
guaranteed the full independence of 
Latvia, including Lettgalen, and the 
return to Latvia of archives and 
other property which had been re- 
moved by the Tsarist Government, 
or during the Red occupation of 
1918-19. The question of indem- 
nities was not raised by either side.

ered the “War” from Riga, de 

spite the all-embracing pass I 
had received from the Lettish Com- 
mander-in-Chief. For two good 
reasons, first that it would have 
taken two or three days to reach 
the Front, had a train been avail- 
able, which was doubtful, as all the 
locomotives save one were being 
used behind the lines of advance. 
Second, that through the courtesy 
of the Lettish General Staff and my 
British friends, I was getting full 
information two or three hours be- 
fore the short Lettish communiques 
were issued, and was thus able to 
write a good running story every 
day. For some curious reason there 
were practically no other news 
paper men in Riga at that time. 
They naturally supposed that the 
peace negotiations between the 
Soviet, Esthonia and Finland, which 
had now been resumed in Dorpat, 
were the central interest in the 
BRaltie. None of them foresaw, any 
more thaa * @s4. the suddesz co 
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sumption of hostilities by the Letts. 
As far as I remember none of them 
had come to Riga by the time I 
left for the northern front, on @ 
troop train in company with the 
American flying officer, Major 
Curtis. We were to have a much 
narrower escape on this journey, 
though of a different character. 
The troop train made such good 
time, since the engine was not al- 
lowed to be removed en route for 
shunting, that we arrived at mid- 
night instead of 8 a. m. at the way 
station from which we were to drive 
to headquarters. The station Com- 
mandant had prepared food and a 
room for us, but I have rarely spent 
a less pleasant night. The place 
was alive with vermin, amongst 
which the gray typhus louse was 
all too prominent. Typhus was epi- 
demic throughout the region and 
at that very time the unfortunate 
remnant of Yudenich’s army was 
dying like flies in Narva. Curtis 
and I had smeared ourselves lib- 
erally with oil of anise, the specific 
used by the German Army on the 
Eastern Front, whose smell is sup- 
posed to deter the hungry cootie. 
Everything we ate or drank reeked 
of it, but I doubt whether it was 
much protection, as we were plenti- 
fully bitten, with no worse results, 
however, than a day or two's dis- 
comfort. But the thought that each 


fresh bite might be injecting deadly 
germs was not comforting for a 
long and sleepless night. 

We received a warm welcome at 
headquarters, and I had an excel- 
lent interview with the Command- 
ing Officer, who not only explained 
in detail what had happened and 
the subsequent objectives, but of- 
fered us his private sleigh, and an 
aide-de-camp to act as interpreter, 
to take us up to the Front, which 
was now about 50 kilometers east- 
wards along the main railroad line 
running south from the Russian 
town of Pskov to Dvinsk. The 
General said that the Letts had 
that morning captured the impor- 
tant junction of Marienhausen, and 
that we should probably find Divi- 
sional Headquarters somewhere in 
that neighborhood. I sent my story 
by military courier, who was re- 
turning to Riga the next morning, 
and at 7 a. m. we set out in pitch 
darkness in a big two-horse sleigh. 
We drove all day without seeing a 
soul, along a narrow trail not more 
than five yards vide through dense 
pine forest. The Lettish advance 
had been so rapid, our interpreter 
said, that the woods were still full 
of Red stragglers, and until 
they were rounded up the civil 
population would lie low at home. 
We were to find out later how true 
this was. 


An Extraordinary Example 
Of the Russian Temperament 


of peasant sleighs and moved out 

of the track to let them pass. It 
was a convoy of prisoners, eight 
or 10 of them wounded, lying on 
the sleighs, to rest, about 2, 
marching on foot, under the guard 
of four Lettish soldiers and a 
Sergeant with rifles. On the last 
sleigh, the Sergeant told us, was a 
“Bolshevik Commissar,” who had 
only a slight flesh wound in the 
arm but who had the privilege of 
riding because of his superior rank. 
I gathered later that although he 
wore uniform, he must have been 
one of the trusted Civilian Com-

munists than attached to military 
units of the Red army to keep an 
eye on the officers, many of whom 
were ex-Whites of doubtful loyalty. 
Owing to the shortage of officer 
material of their own, the Reds 
commonly used White officers in 
this way during the civil war, but 
found it necessary to supplement 
them by civilian “guardians” called 
Commissars. We offered the man 
some brandy and began to talk to 
him. He spat back at us like an 
infuriated cat. “Tell him there is 
no need toa be so rude about it,” 
I said to the young aide-de-camp. 
“We wish him no harm and it 
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won’t hurt him to be polite.” Again 
the Commissar replied with a burst 
of Russian expletive. “He says you 
can go to hell,” said the interpreter. 
“He knows he is going to be shot. 
so why should he _ satisfy your 
curiosity? He says to hell with 
America too, and all the other 
stinking rotten capitalists.’ Mean- 
while the rest of the prisoners 
watched with mildly curious faces. 

As we went on, I said to the 
nide-de-camp, “What's that the 
Commissar said about being shot? 
What did he mean?” 

“Oh, yes,” he replied cheerfully, 
“they'll all be shot, that lot. They’re 
all Communists, and we can’t keep 
them, you know; they make trouble 
in the prison camps and start re- 
bellions, and so on. So now we al- 
ways shoot them. That lot is go- 
ing back to headquarters for ex- 
amination—of course they never 
tell anything. Communists don’t, 
but one or two might be stupid and 
give away some useful information 
—then we'll have to shoot them. Of 
course we don’t shoot prisoners,” he 
added hastily, “but Communists are 
different. They always make 
trouble, so we have no choice.” 
“But do they know that?” I per- 
sisted. “I mean not only the Com- 
missar, but the others?” “I expect 
so, they all heard what he said, 
didn’t they?”

OW that was a curious example 
Nos Russian temperament. These 

men were such devoted Com- 
munists that they would not speak 
to save their lives and would not 
rest quiet in prison camps. Yet 
here were 20 of them unwounded 
on a naryow trail through track- 
less woods, and only four guards, 
or five with the Sergeant, armed 
with rifles. If the prisoners had 
broken away ina body, it is doubt- 
ful whether the guards would have 
had time to shoot any of them. 
Mind you, they were not chained 
or bound in any way. There were 
Red soldiers a-plenty in the forest, 
and a group of determined men 
could undoubtedly have found their 
way back through the loose Lettish 
lines to the Red outposts. But no, 
they trudged on apathetically to 
their fate. To Curtis and me it 
was incomprehensible. 

Two days later, at the Lettish 
Division Headquarters near Mar- 
ienhausen, I had a further example 
of Russian indifference to death. 
Three Communists were to #e 
executed: they were so tough and 
recalcitrant that it wasn't any 
good sending, them back to army 
headquarters.” I saw them stroll 


out toward.a fence about a quarter 
of a mile from where I was stand- 
ing. They were accompanied by a 


Lettish Sergeant with a big cavalry. 


revolver. I watched through my 
glasses, without the least compunc- 
tion or pity because at this time I 
regarded the Bolsheviks as enemies 
of God and man, and the Sergeant 
later told me what happened. The 
Russians, it seemed, had one cigar- 
ette among them. When they lined 
up with their backs to the fence 
the first man said, 

“Do you mind if I smoke three 
puffs of the cigarette?” I may add 
that they were not bound or blind- 
folded. The Sergeant nodded assent, 
whereupon the man lit his cigar- 
ette, cursing the while because two 
or three of his matches failed to 
light, drew three or four puffs of 
smoke, then, passing it on to his 
comrade on the right, slightly bent 
his head to receive the Lett’s bul- 
let. The same performance was re- 
peated with the second Communist, 
whereupon the third said, “You may 
as well let me finish the cigar- 
ette.” Again the Sergeant nodded, 
then this man also took a bullet 
in the brain and died. , 


But what puzzled me was that 
one of the three, or all of them 
together, did not take a swing at 
the Lettish Sergeant and run for it. 
The edge of the forest was only a 
hundred yards away and they 
would have had at least an even 
chance of getting clear instead of 
smoking a cigarette and dying like 
sheep. 

I spent the night at Advance 
Headquarters where they told me 
that a Lettish armored train would 
be in action the next day, and said 


that if we cared to be at the Ma- 
rienhausen railroad station at 6:30 
a.m, we could accompany it. We 
were both delighted because this 
was a form of warfare that was 
unknown in France, and there was 
some prospect, it seemed, of a bat- 
tle with a Red armored train which 
was operating in the neighborhood 
of Pskov, a little further north. If 
this occurred the Letts were confi- 
dent of victory because, in addition 
to two cars mounting three-inch 
cannon and machine-guns, they had 
a third car with an old British 4.7 
naval gun which would outweigh 
anything the Reds might have. 


A Connection Is Missed 
Which Proves Fortunate 


Eset off in a minor blizzard 
W at 2 a. m. the next morning to 

drive 25 miles across the froz- 
en steppe to Marienhausen. It was 
dark as pitch and desperately cold, 
but the driver knew the road and 
was quite sure that we should ar- 
rive on time. About half-way, go- 
ing through a patch of forest, we 
were suddenly startled by a shot 
that sailed over the horses’ heads. 
They broke into a gallop and there 
came two more shots, fortunately 
both high, although the range was 
short. The horses kicked and 
plunged and broke a trace. The 
sleigh stopped. Our interpreter, the 
aide-decamp, cried, “It’s Red strag- 
giers; they probably want the 
horses for food.” He seized a rifle, 
threw himself down in the snow, 
and began firing off to the right 
where he'd seen the two last 
flashes Curtis got out of the 
sleigh and set coolly about helping 
the driver fix the trace. He stood 
on the right side of the team, but 
I thought it more prudent to 
move over to the left, where I had 
the bodies of both horses between 
me and the enemy rifles. No more 
shots, however, were fired and in 
10 minutes we resumed our journey. 


About half-past five we saw lights 
a mile ahead—it had stopped snow. 
ing—and the driver pointed forward, 
“Marienhausen,” be said. There had 
evidently been a sharp skirmish 
before the junction was taken be- 
cause we saw a score or more of 
dead Russians half hidden by the 
snow on both sides ef the Gghted 


track that led to the station yard, 
Although it was not yet 6 o'clock, 
we were disgusted to learn that the 
armored train had left the station 
a few minutes before, on receipt of 
a report that the Red train was 
advancing southwards along the 
railroad. “How unlucky!” I said to 
the interpreter. “If those damned 
stragglers hadn't shot at us -we 
wouldn't have missed it.” The 
driver of the sleigh evidently caught 
my meaning, for he burst into a 
flood of excited Lettish and ended 
by crossing himself, then, pointing 
to the rest of us, made the sign of 
the cross in our direction, too. 
“What does he say?” I asked. The 
interpreter shrugged his shoulders. 
“He's crazy,” he said. “He claims 
that this has been a stroke of good 
luck for us somehow. He says that 
we escaped a danger: he’s a stupid 
fellow.” “Kipling once said the 
Finns were warlocks and could tell 
the future,” I replied laughing, “but 
I didn’t know your people had the 
same gift.” Later that afternoon 
we saw from a hill-top the two ar- 
mored trains about three miles 
apart banging away at each other 
for all they were worth. Neither 
side made good practice, as during 
the 10 minutes we could see them 
there were no hits at ail, although 
shells were bursting near them 
both. It was exciting without much 
danger apparently, and Curtis and 
I were furious to have missed this 
chance.

Historic Irony. 


LEFT the Baltic at the beginning 
| of March, 1920, and the last thing 

my friends in the British and 
French Missions told me was to be 
sure and come back in the early 
summer because the Poles were get- 
ting ready to attack the Bolsheviks. 
and this time it would be a real 
war. 

Not long after my arrival in 
Paris, there occurred the abortive 
Kapp putsch in Berlin, a “Right” 
movement of what now would Be 
called a Nazi-Militarist type, which 
was crushed by the threat of a gen- 
eral strike. It provoked, however, 
a sharp reaction from the extreme 
“Left” in the industrial and mining 
centers of the Ruhr, where they 
formed workers’ and miners’ so- 
viets, raised the Red flag, and broke 
into open rebellion against the So- 
cial-Democratic Government, There 
was sharp fighting at several points, 
notably just north of Dusseldorf, 
where a White battalion was cut to 
pieces by the Reds, and the latter 
were in turn destroyed by the Er- 
hardt Naval Brigade, which had 
been part of the Bermont-Von der 
Goltz army in the Baltic and was 
savagely anti-Red. 

There was a fine historic irony 
in this affair, because the Naval 
Brigade had also supported Kapp 
in the putsch I spoke of earlier. 
The Government_used the labor un- 
ions to beat Kapp and the Naval 
Brigade. Then when the labor ex- 
tremists got out of hand and 
thought to seize power for them- 
selves, the ,Government used the 
Naval Brigade to beat them, a piece 
of work for which the Social-Dem- 
ocratic leader, Scheidemann, was 
chiefly responsible. It was he, too, 
who tricked the most desperate sec- 
tion of the Reds in the final stage 
of the rebellion. Their headquar- 
ters were at Alten-Essen, not far 
from the great Krupp works at 
Essen proper, and their position 
was still strong, both physically and 
politically. They had plenty of ma- 
chine-guns and some artillery and 
a not ill-organized “Red Army” with 
regular commissariat, transport and 
Red Cross. services. The White 
troops had the upper hand in most 
of the Ruhr, but the situation was 
still uncertain, and the Scheide- 
mann Government knew quite well 
that the more moderate § central 
mass of the labor unions did not 
look with favor upon any ruthless 
White action to crush the last stand 
of the Reds. 

Bolitho, then Manchester Guar- 
dian correspondent, was at Alten-

Of all the people I have met in 
the last 20 years, and there have 
been some high-sounding names 
amongst them, I think Bolitho had 
the finest intellect. Under 40 when 
he died, he had already made his 
name as a forceful and original 
writer, but his mental range went 
far beyond the limits of literature. 
He possessed to a remarkable de

gree the same quality which proved 
.the key to Lenin's success, namely, 


the gift of making a quick and ac- 
curate summary of facts and draw- 
ing therefrom the right, logical and 
inevitable conclusions. The matter 
of dynamiting the Ruhr mines was 
only one of a score of incidents I 
have known of his brilliant political 
insight and flair for the underlying 
realities of any situation. Unlike 
most people, he never blindly ac- 
cepted the opinion of others, but 
always thought things out for him- 
self, and never ceased to impress 
on me the necessity of doing that 
at all times. 

“Don’t forget,” he used to say, 
“that the majority of people and 
the majority of opinions are nearly 
always wrong about eyerything, not 
always, but nearly always, and 
you ever are in doubt and cant 
make up your mind, and have to 
make it up, there are long odds in 
favor of your being right if you 
take the cpposire view from the 
majority. All this talk of Democ- 
racy and the ‘Sovereign Peepul 
and vox populi being vox Dei is 
just a trick by cunning dema- 
gogues to kid the masses. Read 
Gustave Le Bon un the psychology 
of crowes and you'll know the true 
value of so-called public opinion” 

Bolitho and I worked together 
pretty consistently in 1918, 1920 
and 1921, while he was Manchester 
Guardian correspondent in Paris, 
and he taught me nearly all about 
the newspaper business that is 
worth knowing. I have never met 
anyone who could see _ further 
through a brick wall than he could, 
or who was better, to use a news- 
paper phrase, at “doping out the 
inside facts” of any situation. Il 
shall never cease to regret. that 
death prevented him from. keeping 
his promise to visit me in Moscow 
in the fall of 1929. If the Bolshe- 
viks’ Sphinx has indeed a Riddle, 
which I am sometimes inclined to 
doubt, Bolitho was the man, per- 
haps the only man, who might have 
solved it. The trouble with most 
people is that they think with their 
hopes or fears or wishes rather 
than with their minds; or else 
they take a certain line, either of 
thought or conduct, and then see 
facts or twist facts in accordance 
with that line. Bolitho, however, 
like Lenin, thought objectively and 
dispassionately and judged things 
as they were, irrespective of his 
own personal line or interests. To 
me, of course, his death was a 
heavy personal blow, but I believe 
it was also a grievous loss to hu- 
manity. 


Retreat. 


HE Polish War began according 

to schedule in May, and at first 

the Poles carried all before them 
and occupied Kiev and the West- 
ern Ukraine. It was said _ in 
Paris that Marshal Pilsud- 
ski planned to “recover” all the 
territory Poland had occupied at 
the time of its greatest expansion 
in the fifteenth and sixteenth cen- 
turies, including most of the 
Ukraine and Odessa; but in military 
circles many doubts were expressed 
about the issue of the campaign. 
I was unable to cover it on the 
spot, as I had hoped, because the 
chief of the Paris Bureau of the 
New York Times was absent in 
America and I had to take his 
place, with the result that I tried 
to cover the war from Paris with 
the help of what I had learned the 
previous winter about the Polish 
and Soviet armies and the probable 
Polish objectives. And a pretty 
poor job I made of it, partly be- 
cause the French Press, from which 
I got most of my information, was 
unduly prejudiced in favor of Po- 
land, partly owing to the fact that I 
was unaware that the Red army 
had been radically reorganized after 
the civil war. 

About midsummer the Soviet 
cavalry leader, Budyonny, worked 
round the Polish flank in the South 
ern Ukraine, while simultaneously 
the Polish center further north was 
shattered by a.frontal attack con- 
ducted by the brilliant young Gen. 
Tukhachevsky, who at the age of 
26 was appointed field commander 
of the Soviet armies fighting Po- 
land. The Poles were forced to re- 
treat, and the retreat became a 
rout. The Red armies advanced 
like huge pincers, their right wing 
parallel to the German border al- 
most as far west as Thorn, while 
the extreme left, Budyonny’s cav- 
alry, was instructed to swing up 
northwards past Lwow. The Red 
center pressed forward almost to 
the gates of Warsaw without meet- 
ing resistance, and so _ confident 
were the Bolsheviks of victory that 
they set up a Polish Soviet govern- 
ment, headed by Djerzhinsky, the 
founder and chief of the Sheka, 
with Karl Radek and other Bolshe- 
viks of Polish origin. I was after- 
wards told in Russia that 
Soviet military authorities thought 
the drive on Warsaw too hazardous, 


but that Lenin overruled them on | 


the grounds that a Sovietized Po- 
land would be a bridge to Germany, 
scene of whose provinces, notably 
Saxony, Thuringia and Bavaria, 


were strongly tinged with Red sen- | 


timent, and to Hungary, where Bela 
Kun’s proletarian dictatorship had 
been overthrown only the year be- 
fore. 

The news reached Paris that the 
Polish Government was prepared to 
evacuate Warsaw. France imme- 
diately sent Foch’s chief of staff, 
Gen. Weygand, with a picked group 
of advisers to try and save the 
situation, and it is a fact that when 
he reached Warsaw he found spe- 
cial train ready to move the gov- 
ernment westwards. Marshal] Pil- 
sudski, however, was of tougher 
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the | 


fiber and refused to despair. With 
the co-operation of Weygand he 
worked out a surprise attack which 
cut through a gap in the Soviet 
center and completely turned the 
tables. In 48 hours the Red armies 
were retreating as fast as they had 
advanced. A large part of the Red 
right wing fled into German terri- 
tory, where it gave up its arms and 
was allowed to return to Russia. 
The rest of the Red forces made 
good their escape. I was told in 
Moscow that responsibility for the 
defeat 
who moved straight forward 
against Lwow instead of swinging 
northwards, as ordered, to close 
the ring that was tightening around 
Warsaw. 


A curious feature of this war was 
that in 


fighting at all. It was said in Paris 
that Sir Maurice Hankey, who was 
sent by Lloyd George to Warsaw 
shortly before Weygand’s arrival, 
reported that despite newspaper 
stories of thousands of Polish 
wounded arriving by trainloads in 
Warsaw the only casualty he could 
swear to was a too gallant Polish 
officer who had jumped from a 
balcony when the girl’s husband 
came home unexpectedly. This was 
probably untrue, but an Amer- 


can newspaper man told me a/§ 


few months later that he 
and a égroup of _ colleagues 
were taken out to view the 
graves of the brave warriors who 
had died to save Warsaw from the 
Red hordes. They were shown two 
mounds surmounted by flags and 
crosses, and one of them said in- 
cautiously, “I suppose all the dead 
buried here will later be disinterred 
and placed in separate graves, as 
they did in France.” Their Polish 
guide showed surprise and an- 
swered, “These are the graves, Lieut. 
x and Sergt. Y .” From 
Soviet sources, too, I was able to 
confirm the bloodless nature of the 
struggle in the latter part of the 
campaign. The fact was that the 
Reds had utterly outrun their sup- 
plies of food and munitions and 
that their Front was absurdly over- 
extended and ill-co-ordinated. Nev- 
ertheless, the “battle” of Warsaw 
was one of the decisive engage- 
ments of the world, because it 
marked the end of Soviet plans for 
the speedy revolutionizing of Eu- 
rope. Indeed, it inaugurated one 
of the periodic swings from West 
to East and vice versa that have 
been a feature of Russian history 
for the past 200 years. After this 
check in the West, the Soviet turned 
its attention to China, where Red 
advisers, both military and _ civil, 
contributed greatly to the success 
of the so-called Nationalist Move- 
ment. At one time, in the winter 
of 1926-27, there seemed a possibil- 
ity that the Nationalists might go 
“Left,” and bring most of China 
under a regime not dissimilar to 
that of Russia. By the spring of 
1927, however, it was clear that the 
pendulum had swung the other way. 
Chiang Kai-shek and the National- 
ist leaders preferred the fleshpots 
of Shanghai, with its wealthy na- 
tive and foreign capitalists, to the 
Spartan fare of Bolshevism. The 
Soviet advisers were forced to flee 
homewards, and the eastern expan- 
sion of Bolshevism thus shared the 
fate of its western predecessor, 
which no doubt gave strength to 
Stalin’s less adventurous policy that 
the U. 8S, S. R. should henceforth 
“cultivate its own garden,” and that 
the best means of revolutionary 
“propaganda” would be the estab- 
lishment of a prosperous Socialist 
Republic where everyone could be 
happy and comfortable but no man 
might exploit another. 

I spent the 12 months following 
June, 1920, to 1921 in Paris and 
found life dull. 


So I began pestering New York 
to give me a job in the field some- 
where, and finally got from them a 
promise that if and when Russia 
opened up I could have the job. 
Several of us American reporters 
had tackled Litvinov on the sub- 
ject at Dorpat in October, 1919, but 
he wouldn’t hear of it. He said 
that the Soviet did not want bour- 
geois reporters, that it had suffered 
enough already from lies and slan- 
der in the capitalist press. I re- 
plied that that was just the reason 
for having correspondents in Mos- 
cow, where they could see the truth 
for themselves, instead of forcing 
them to stay outside and get their 
information about the Soviet from 
its bitterest enemies—Riga, War- 
saw, Helsingfors, and so forth. 
But Litvinov was impervious 
to argument, although he 
had the grace subsequently 
to admit that I was right. Not that 
he has really changed his mind 
much; in 1919 he thought the for- 
eign press was an unnecessary nui- 
Sance and later admitted it was 
a necessary nuisance, but he 
always thought it was a nuisance. 

At last in July, 1921, luck broke 
my way in the shape of the great 
Russian famine, which then threat- 
ened to cost about 30,000,000 lives, 
and probably did cost 5,000,000 or 
6,000,000, including deaths from dis- 
ease. The Russians appealed for 
foreign help, and Hoover’s Ameri- 
can Relief, which had done mag- 
nificent work during the War in 
Belgium and afterwards in East- 
ern Europe, stepped forward to 
meet the emergency on the scale it 
warranted. Many hard things have 
been said about Mr. Hoover—some 
of them by me as far as that is 
concerned—but I take off my hat 
with a low bow to his Relief Ad- 
ministration.

were a splendid set of men, effi- 
cient, honest, friendly and intense- 
ly loyal to each other and to The 
Chief, as they called him. The 
original crowd were all hand- 
picked, and although later when 
the A. R. A. (American Relief Ad- 
ministration) expanded in Russia, 
one or two black or wandering 
sheep slipped into the organization, 
they did not last long, and never 
interfered with its smooth and com- 
petent functioning. From its start 
in Belgium in the winter of 1914- 
1915 to its finish in Moscow in the 
summer of 1823, the A. A. A. did 
its job, often in circumstances of 
great delicacy, difficulty, and ac- 
tual danger, with a maximum of 
success and minimum of cost. Its 
overhead was cut to the bone, and 
the management was so good and 
economical that 98% cents of every 
dollar subscribed reached the re- 
cipients of relief in the form of food 
or supplies. As the A. A. A. bought 
wholesale in immense quantities, 
any American youngster who sub- 
scribed a dollar could legitimately 
reckon that some Belgian or Polish 
or Russian child would get for that 
dollar as much food as he himself 
could have bought for a dollar and 
a quarter in America. 

The A. R. A., represented by one 
of Hoover's chief Lieutenants, Wal- 
ter Lyman Brown, negotiated a 
regular treaty with the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, represented by Litvinov, 
in August, 1921. I had received a 
cable at the end of July to go to 
Riga to cover the negotiations, 
which lasted about three weeks, 
and be prepared to enter Russia 
when they were concluded. The A. 
R. A. had stipulated that Ameri- 
can bourgeois correspondents 
should be allowed to report the re- 
lief work.

very much, He had served with dis- 
tinction in the Civil War, and had 
courage, loyalty and brains. He 
told me at first that I had small 
chance of getting into Russia no

from Riga two years before about 
the Comintern courier. But Mar 
kov proved more amenable to my 
arguments than Litvinov had been, 
and finally understood not merely 
that I had written the courier story 
in good faith and that the docu- 
ments were perfectly genuine, but, 
more important, that any self-re- 
specting reporter tries to write the 
truth as he sees it, and that, al- 
though like most foreigners | had 
been prejudiced against the Bol- 
sheviks, this did not necessarily 
mean that I would send untrue or 
unfair reports from the Soviet 
Union. The question of my getting 
a vise was clinched, unless | am 
mistaken, by a story I wrote on the 
twelfth of August about the new 
N. E. P. decree, which was pub- 
lished in the Pravda on Aug. 9 and 
reached Riga two or three days lat- 
er. Markov not only translated 
the decree for me but explained 
what it meant and why, and I had 
a big exclusive story on the sub- 
ject which I reynember began with 
the sensational (and, as_ events 
proved, incorrect) phrase, “Lenin 
has thrown Communism  over- 
board.”

My story was regarded 
in Moscow as objective (a Soviet 
word of praise), fair, and more ac- 
curate than they had any right to
